We offer for careful and pray- 
erful consideration the following 
suggestions: Johnstown being

Jesus i» passing by as 
the Zaecheue worshipper oeen 
pies his pew, and He may say to 
him, us He did to the little occu 
paut ot the tree of old, "Come 
down, tor to-day I must abide at 
at thy houne."

Religious World. 
The General Conference of 
Seventb-day Baptists held its 
•easion this year at Alfred Cen- 
ter, N. Y. Nearly 1,000 dele- 
gates and visitors ware in atten- 
dance. 

Following are the denomina- 
tional colleges in the United 
States. The Methodists have 
titty two colleges, Baptitts forty- 
six colleges, Presbyterians forty- 
one colleges, CongjregationelUts 
twenty-eight colleges, and Epis- 
copalian* twelve colleges. 

Dr. Maclay, who has spent 
eight years as missionary to Ja- 
pan, says he never heard a Japa- 
nese oath. He never heard a 
missionary say that he had heard 
one swear.

In Ecuador there is a church, 
it is said, for every 150 inhabi- 
tants, and 10 per cent of the pop- 
ulation are priests, monks, or 
nans. The priests control the 
government in all its branches, 
and 272 days of the year are ob- 
served as feast and fast days. 
One fourth of all the property 
belongs to the church. Seven ty- 
five per cent of the people can 
neither read nor Trite. 

Lather's house at Wittenberg 
has been thoroughly renovated 
according to a plan adopted by 
the late King of Prussia, Fred- 
erick William IV. A colonnade 
now connects the bouse with the 
University bnilding. Some ad- , 
joining ground ha» been acquir- 
ed by the University, and made 
into a public garden, in which a 
beaiitiful fountain has been 
erected that h connected with 
historic and artistic memories. 

The Christian, or Disciples, 
Church has been prosecuting 
missions in foreign, lands during 
tbe past ten years. According 
to their last report they now 
have twenty station* — seven in 
England, eight in Turkey, one 
in France, one in Denmark, two 
in India, and one in Japan. 
Thoy have in their employ thirty 
missionaries, and during the 
year past the net gain in mem- 
bership has been 323, making 
the present membership of their 
mi-ision-cburches ,1,606 

The National Kdihiiiieal Con- 
vention of the Reformed He- 
brew Church, sailed to consider 
the propriety of abolishing many 
of the traditional feature* of the 
Hebrew religion, was opened in 
Allegheny City on the 16th. 
Thirty-five dele^ales from all 
parts Of the country were pres- 
ent. The Rev. Dr. K >hler of 
Now York, through whose ef- 
fort* the convention was brought 
about, made a long address advo- 
cating the passage of resolutions 
tending toward the reform ot 
Judaism in America.
